“ WHERE RESIDES SUVAREIGNTY?” 


Under this caption there appears in 


“the Savannah News that came to 


hand yesterday, «a very remark- 
able editorial article. Indeed, itis so 
remarkable 1n its statements and in its 
premises and conclusions, that we can- 
not refrain from quoting and comment- 
ing upon the most important portions 
thereof. The editor of the News starts 
out by saying: 

The question is bein discussed by a portion 
of the Georgia press, notabiy Tue ATLANTA CON-~ 
STITUTION, which, bDy- inference at least, takes 
the position that the present couventiou, called 
to establish a conetitution, doves not represent 
the sovereignty of the state of Georgia. The 
question comes up incideutaily, in connection 
with the subject of the insufficiency of the ap- 
propriation of twenty-five thousand dollars to 
meet the expenses of the convention, and as to 
the right of the treasurer to pay out of the state 
treasury the amount necessary to meet the de- 
ficit. ‘he matter has been referred to the at- 
loruey general, who has, we are informed by 
TH ATLANTA OONSTITUTI_N, “been obliged to 
louk C!osely into the question of the sovereignty 
of conveutious "’ 

There need have been no inference 
on the part of the editor of the News as 
to the position of Tur Constirurion in 
this matter. We do not hesitate to say 
that the constitutional convention now 
in session in Atlanta does not represent 
the sovereignty of the state of Georgia. 
The sovereigaty of the state rests alone 
with the people, and in the very nature 
of things cannot be delegated to any 
body of men. To put it plainly, the 
members of the conyention are the 
mere employees of the people. They 
are sent bere for certain purposes only | 
as we shall presently show. In effect, 
the people have said to them: ‘‘There 
are certain defecis in our organic law, 
and as we believe you to be good men 
—honest and true—we give you the 
job of repairing them. If we like your 
work we will accept it, otherwise we 
will reject it.” If thereis sovereignty 
here, it is painfully contracted and spe- 
cific. As a matter of course, the conven- 
tion is sOyereign so far as the framing 
ofa constitution is concerned. It can 
shape the instrument as it pleases, and 
cut such capers as shall caus: the world 
to Wink its eyes in wonder; but 
the ‘convention is not sovereiga or 
supreme enough to foree its work upon 
the people without+heir consent. The 
editor continues: . 

The legisiature in the evabling ac! provided 
that twenty-five thousand do:lars should be 
paid by the treasurer, on the warrant of the gov- 
ernor, to meet the expenses of the convention 
The people of the state, in whom resides abso- 
lute sovereiguty, called the convention to make 
an orgauic law for the state; they reposed in 
Certain delegates the sove eignty that was abso- 
jutely im themselves Therefore, the present 
convention does represent the abssiute 
eignty of tne state of Georgia.

It was as if the 
legisia' re ond said to the people: “We 
believe want a conyention to 
revise your organic law—and 
we know if you want a 
convention at all you want an econom- 
ical one, and we give you the opportu- 
nity not only of voting for the conven.

You can vote as you please.” When, 
therefore, the people voted “ conven- 
tion” they, by that vote, adopted the 
restrictions and limitations embodied 
in the act of the legislature.

The coustitution 
must be republican in its character. It must 
not militate against the constitution of the 
United States Insofarit may be said te be 
limited in its sovereign action, butso far as the 
state of Georgia and her organic law is con- 
cerned the present convention is abs lutely sov- 


ereign. 

It will be perceived that the editor 
says “it is notably the tact that the 
convention was called to frame a new 
constitution for the state.” Wedo not 
so understand it, nur is it so under 
stood by the people who voted for, the 
convention. It is only necessarv to 
quote the first section of the “enabling 
act” toshow the editor of the News 
that the phraseology of Tau Constitu- 
TION is correct. The section reads as 
follows: “Beit enacted by th» senate 
and the house of representatives of 
the state Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by the 
authority of “the same, that inmedi- 
ately after the passage of this bill his 
excellency, the governor, be and he is 
hereby authorizei and required to is- 
sue his proclamation ordering an elec- 
tion to be held in each and every coun- 
ty in this state, on the second Tuesday 
ia June, 1877, for delegates toa cun- 
vention of the people of Georgia, to 
convene at the capitol in the city of At- 
lanta on the second Wednesday in 
July, Fok THE PURPOSE OF REVISING THE 
CONSTITUTION OF SAID STATE.” 

We emphasize this restriction upon 
the powers of the convention, 
and it is plainly a™ restriction, 
whick was ratified and endursed 
by the same voters that called the 
convention— because it may be of cop~ 
siderable importance hereafter. Ifthe 
members of the convention are re- 
stricted to the $25,000 appropriated by 
the legisiative enactment, they are also 
restricted to the work of revising the 
old constitution, instead of framing a 
new one. As to this, however, the 
people will decide when the new in- 
strument is submitted to them for their 
ratification or rejection.

CAUSHS OF FIRES 


The Massachusetts insurance com- 
missioner has issued a supplement to 
his annual report which gives the re~ 
sult of the first effort to secure statis— 
tics of the manufacturing interests of 
the state, with special reference tc the 
business of insurance, and of tires and 
their causes. Eighty~seven towns re-~ 
turn “no fires during the year.”’ The 
whole uumber of fires reported is |,- 
538. The following are the causes as- 
signed: incendiary, 420; defective 
chimneys, 161; exposures, 127; kero- 
sene lamps, 45; children with matches, 
39; friction, 9; sparks from locomo- 
tives, 8; wooden spittoons (saw-dust), 
5; carelessness, 167; accidental, 128; 
spontaneous, 47; lightning, 44; fire- 
works, 9; Pickers, 9; dry-rooms, 6; 
unknowg, oJ 14. 

There is abundant evidence that 
maay of the fires reported “incendia- 
ry” (notably in barns and _ isolated 
buildings) are caused by “tramps,” but 
the large percentage of such tires, when 
the insurance exceeded the value of 
the property destroyed, indicates thai 
others besides the tramp apply the in- 
cendiary torch. Over-insurance is the 
great incendiary. The circulars issued 
by the department contained a request 
for suggestions as to the methods of 
diminishing the annual loss by fire, 
and prominent in all the responses is 
the matter of Over-insurance. One se- 
lectman, reporting six tires, says: “The 
insurauce paid on ail these losses was 
all, and in some cases more, than the 
property would have sold for. 


THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 
A Calcutta drspatch, dated the 12th, 
says that ata public meeting held at 
Madras on the 4th inst., to consider 
steps necessary for securing help from 
England forthe famine sufferers, the 
Duke of Buckingham, governor of the 
Madras presidency, stated that the 
famine area contained eighteen mil- 
lions of people, of which a large pro-~ 
portion were dependent tor their daily 
food on the exertions and activity of 
those who transport grain tu the coun~ 
try. The necessity for supplies is 
steadily increasiuy. Tne wants of 
Madras are already beyond the means 
of the presidency. Every aid that can 
be secured is needed to save the pec- 
ple. The increasing severity of the 
distress necesitates an appeal to public 
charity. Dr. Cornish, sanitary com-

Governor Johnson then administered the state 
government for the next four years with the 
same number of secretaries 1nd paid, eech year, 
oaly $},750. | 

In the tail of 1857, Governor Browi came into 
office, and, during the years 1858°'59 and ‘60. 
rior to the war, e had, eech year, three secre~ 

r and uo clerk, and the o 
the aggregate amount of 700. 
During the war, very little was 
added to his clerk hire, though occasionally in 
a great prees a clerk was called in for a short 
period; and during the large military operations 
wward the end of the war he bad in his office 
some military aseistance. Taking the period 
then from the year 1850 to 1860, the uviform 
rate of expense of the executive departments 
for clerk bire and secretaries was $3 750 per 
alin um. 

Alter the war, Goy. Jenkins came into the 
ex¢ cutive office, and in 1°66 he had two secre- 
turies at $1,8ul each, and pid $562 57 for clerk 
hire, making $4,162 57. In 1867, he had two 
secretaries without aclerk, an. he paid them

THE UNPAID PER DIEM 


Gpinions of the Press on the Powers 
of the Convention to Appropriate 
Money. 

Waynesboro Expositor. 

We have seen the statement that the 
treasurer has disbursed the $25,000 ap- 
propriated by the last legislature for 
the expenses of the convention, and bas 
refused to pay any more money on the 
convention account unless instructed to 
do so by Gov. Colquit, and that the gov- 
ernor bas referred the matter to the 
attorney general for his opinion. 

The present constitution,which is cer- 
tainly of binding force, distinctly speci- 
ties that no money shall be drawn from 
the treasury except by appropriation 
made by law. Has the treasurer then 
any authority to pay money because 
the conyentidn passes a resolution to 
that eff-ct? liso, what was the neces- 
sity o} the legislature making any ap 
propriation at all for the convention? 
Itnthl the work of the convention is 


to the provisions of the organic or 
statute law; that when the convention 
society was resolved into its original 


Lurps are now made to the secret*ry of state’s, 


elements and the delegates, standing in 
the place of the people of the state 
could do whatever it saw fit. The fal. 
lacy of such reasoning can be easily 
demonstrated. That society was not 
resolved into its original elements; 
that the organic and the statute law of 
the state did not become inoperative 
when the convention assembled is evi- 
denced by the fact that the govern- 
ment of the state 
before the second

}unti the new constitution is ratified by 


the people and goes into effect. The 
laws, organic and statute, are of full 
force and must be respected and obeyed 
by the people. The convention has no 
more right to take control of the treas-~ 
ury than it has to pass a resolution put- 
ting the governor out of office or prohib- 
iting the circuit judges from holding 
sessions of the superior cout. But there 
is a very simple and yet @ crucial test 
which can be applied to this matter,and 
the advocates of the “sovereignty” side 
of the question must stand or fall by its 
application. Suppose that there should 
be advanced to the convention a@ sum 
in excess of the twenty-five thousand 
dollars, and that the new constitution 
should be rejected by the people, in 
what situation would the governor and 
the treasurer find theaiselvV@s? Either 
the governor would bave violated the 
law by drawing his warrant when 
there was no appropriation, or else the 
treasurer would have violated the law 
by paying out money withouta war- 
rant from the governor. In either case 
the offending official would subject 
himself to impeachment, We think it 
is clear that the fund provided by law 
being exhausted, the treasurer cannot 
pay out any more money for the 
expenses of the convention. We do 
not think, however, that the question 
is of much moment, except in so far as 
some of the delegates may be ircon- 
venienced by not receiving immediate 
payment for their services. It is of 
much more importance that the state 
should have a good and earefully con- 
sidered constitution than that a few 
thousand dollars additional should be 
expended in support of the conyention. 
When the ‘legislature meets, we have 
not the slightest doubt that an appro- 
priation will be made immediately to 
meet the deficiency. ‘his wili be done 
whether the constitution framed is rat- 
ified or rejected, for the debt will be 
one which the state will be in honor 
bound to liquidate. While the aggre 
gate sum may reach ten or fifteen 
thousand dollars, the amount due each 
deiegate will be a trifle, and we pre- 
sume that no one will be unable to 
wail until next January tor his money.

Ever since the sixth of 
June the excitement in Laurens and 
Wilkinson over his disappearance has 
been + tity and every effort has been 
made to find his body, as he was be. 
lieved to be dead. Rumorsand circum- 
stances had convinced many citizens 
that he nad been foully dealt 
with, and on the 2lst of Jaly 
when Mr. Wade Koaigit and 
James Vaughn came to Dubdlin and 
swore that he was at their house in 
Telfair county on the 8h of June,many 
were ineredulous. So stroog had the 
conviction of his death been impressed 
upon their minds that they refused to 
receive as truth statements to the con- 
trary made under the solemu and im- 
pressive sanctity of au oath, Mr. Jus- 
tice’s father, who had been unremitting 
in his efforts to discover the remains of 
his son, went to Telfair and came back 
pretty thoroughly convinced by the 
testimony of persons there that the 
statement of Kaight and Vaughn was 
correct. 

Oa the 22d of July, Mrs. Jastice, wife 
of the missing man, received a jetter 
from him postmarked Stockton, Cilach 
county, whose contents couvinced her 
that 1t was from her husband The 
letter was said to have been unieelinz 
and heartless, and to have b:ena an 
announcement to the poor, deserted 
wife that he had forsaken her forever, 
and was going to Florida. 

The address on the envelope was 
written by a goud pensman, and the 
letters wee sioped from left to right. 
this envelope was procured and en- 
closed in a letter to the postmaster at 
Stocktor asking for information rn re- 
gard to th: writer of the address on the 
envelope, and also in regard to the 
whereabouts of Justice, who was undvr 
a bond for appearance at the October 
term of our court for a misdemeanor. 
The answer came prempliy. The post- 
unaster at S.ockton stated that the ad- 
dress was written by a yventiemau 
named Cunningham, and that 
Justice—who had assumed the 
name of John L Johnson 
—was laboring on a farm in E:hols 
county. The postmaster also stated 
that Justice stated that he was a_ wid- 
ower,and hai a daughter going to 
school in Wilkinson county. Col. 
John W. Lindsey recaived his letter, 
and immediately sent word to Messrs 
L. L Hall, Joel A. Smith and Hamp 
Green, Justice’s bondmen,in whose 
interest Col. Lindsey was working, and 
on Sunday evening Mr. Hamp Green 
left for Ecaools county armed with the | 
warrant to bring him back. 

He proceeded to S.ockton, had sn 
interview with the postmaster and 
others, who satisfied him that he was 
on the right track, and that John L 
Johnson and John L. Justice were one 
and thesame. He procured the services 
of a bailiff and a determined and active 
man as a posse, and sent them after the 
prisoner, who was ten miles distant in 
E:hols county. They found him in a 
cora field pulling fodder und stealtnily 
and silently approached him. While 
iu the act of stripping the blades of 
:odder from a stalk, the strong and 
nervous hand of the bailiff’s companion 
was laid upon his shoulder and he was 
unresistingly made a prisoner and ear- 
ried back to Stockton, where he was 
yuardea until the train left, and he was 
brought on here by Mr. Green, who 
arrived Wednesday night and lodg:d 
him in jail. Heerays he did not hear 
from home after he left, and had no 
knowledge of the excitement his ab- 
sence caused. He says he will tell his 
reasons for leaving only when they are 
pulled outof him. He earnestly re~ 
quested Mr. Green to inform his family 
tnat he did not desire to see any of 
them. 

Thus has ended one of the most re- 
markable cases on record of the injus- 
tice and unreliability of circuLastaneial 
evidence, or rather the powerful force 
of a chain of unfavorable fortuitous 
circumstances. For two months un- 
reinitting searco has been made for 
Justice’s body by siucere, honest and 
just men, who vere wentally satistied 
tnat Justice had been murdered. And 
during that period Mr. Wright has been 
twice arrested for murderiug him, and 
althouzh no legal evidence could be 
brought up to prove that he committed 
the deed, he has been regarded as his 
slayer, shielded from puuishment by 
the insufficiency of tne evid nce. The 
excitement ran high, and tattling mis 
chiei-makers have fed it by inventing 
stories and telling them as truths to the 
credulous portion of our population, 
who retold them as facts and tiius mis- 
led many good men, who generally 
believe nothing that cannot be proved 
beyond toe shadow of a doubt.

We must learn lo 
produce cheaply, so as to out sell our com peti- 
tors in the markets of our own and otber Couu- 
tres, Not, however, as “the retrenchment and 
ecouomy slriekers’’ would have il, by grinding 
aud oppressing the laborerand by ““muzz.ing 
the ox that treads oui thec vru.”’ But by @ 
liberal and enlightened statesmanship which 
would supply ihe products of one section ol 
the country to the laborcrs and 
producers of auother cheaply, aud 
bring allof our great interests into an alliance 
of mu‘ual benefit. Thatthis was the work oi 
the statesmau aud enlightened ruler, and must 
be our policy*if we hope to prosper. To pro- 
duce cheaply we must havea Cheap exchange 
of products, especialiy of fool and to do this 
we must have coeap transportation. Sone er 
roueously suppose that this can be brought 
about by legisiatiye and Coustitutional restric- 
tious on the railroads. This is a grave error 

You may restrict the railroads as much as pos- 
sible. hampéertnem in avy way, and even force 
tiem to carry at cot, but this will not cure the 
evil so loug as the cost exceeds the value o¢ the 
article when it reaches a market. That such 
ebactmeuts were unwise and uastatesmaniike, 
and h d aiready been tried and failed. They 
could be tried hers, but the only result would 
be to hamper or destroy the railroad interesis 
without affo ding one iota of relief to the people. 
The speaker was utterly opposed to any such 
violent and unjust remedy. What the country 
needs is fairand legitimate c»mpetition in this 
mutter, and this cau best be brought about by 
improving and opening the great channels of 
trade with whica nature has supplied us, viz: 
the rivers and inland navigation of the couatry. 
This was within the province _ the 
genera!) goveroment who a one had 
the right of control over this matter. That one 
of the benefiis of opening up sucha system 
wou.d be u more equal distribution of the .cur- 
rency and the encouragement of individual en- 
terprise, preventing the coucentration of it in 
the great muuey centerof the country.

He said that many pians had been p oposed for 
the reliet of the present distress o/ the laboring 
classes, but the surest and best would be found 
in a liberal expenditure by the general govern- 
ment upon the proposed improvements, Taoat 
the mouey so expeuded would at once find its 
way into the pockets of the working men and 
farmers of the laud with a directmess which 
could be had by no other means And that the 
distresses of these ciasses being relieved the 
prosperity of all would result. He favored the 
issuing of a hundred millions in greeubacks for 
this opject,and ridiculed the idea that this 
issue would affect the value of the cur 

rency. Showing clearly that by giving 
our products a cheap outlet the sea 

that we would soon resume Control of the forelzn 
markets, and by this means place the world’s 
balance sheet of credit in our favor. this would 
create a demand for our paper abroad and at 
once raise it toparor a premiam. Hegave a 
concise and striking outline of the causes which 
compelled us to resort to @ paper currency, and 
showed the fallacy of the idea that the presence 
of gold produces prosperity. It is the result of 
prosperity and not tne cause. The prosperity 
must firet be restored and then goid wiil tlow 
back to us, and that this restoration of prosper- 
ity should be made the great political issue of 
the day. In conclusion he showed that the paper 
currency of the United States was based upon 
ihe credit of the goyernment, and that tue 
foundation of that credit was the sum Of one 
annual product, which he declared the best pos- 
sible foundation in a country like this, which. 
counted its surplus by millions. That the only 
failure of this credit would be induced bya 
failure togive these products to the markets of 
the world, aud therefore it became one of the 
highest duties of the government to see that this 
was done. That our paper currency was but a 
pledge to do this, and so long as that p edge 
remained unredeemed the public faith of the 
United States was violated. 

The whole argument was coucise, pointed 
and masterly, and all fully endorse the positions 
taken We uoticed several members of the 
convention in the hall and regret that more of 
them did not hearit. There 1s a general feeling 
abroad should be done to revive tne necessities 
of the people, but like the spsaker, we do not 
believe that it will be found in restriction on 
the railroads or mere legislative fiats.
